And they 
went their way. Again he went out about the sixth 
and ninth hour, and did likewise. And about the 
eleventh hour he went out, and found others stand- 
ing idle, and saith unto them: Why stand ye here 
all the day idle? They say unto him: Because no 
man hath hired us. He saith unto them: Go ye 
also into the vineyard; and whatsoever is right, 
that shall ye receive. So when even was come, 
the lord of the vineyard saith unto his steward: 
Call the labourers, and give them their hire, be- 
ginning from the last unto the first. And when they 
came that were hired about the eleventh hour, they 
received every man a penny. But when the first 
came, they supposed that they should have received 
more; and they likewise received every man a 
penny. And when they had received it, they mur- 
mured against the goodman of the house, saying: 
These last have wrought but one hour, and thou 
hast made them equal unto us, which have borne 
the burden and heat of the day. But he answered 
one of them, and said: Friend, I do thee no wrong: 
didst not thou agree with me for a penny? Take 
that thine is, and go thy way: I will give unto this 
last, even as unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to 
do what I will with mine own? Is thine eye evil, 
because I am good? So the last shall be first, 
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and the first last: for many be called, but few 
chosen.

The LESSON from the Book of Exodus. 
Exod. 15. 27. 


N those days: The children of Israel came to 
Elim, where were twelve wells of water, and 
threescore and ten palm trees : and they encamped 
there by the waters. And they took their journey 
from Elim, and ali the congregation of the children 
of Israel came unto the wilderness of Sin, which is 
between Elim and Sinai: on the fifteenth day of 
the second month after their departing out of the 
land of Egypt. And the whole congregation of the 
children of Israel murmured against Moses and 
Aaron in the wilderness. And the children of Israel 
said unto them : Would to God we had died by the 
hand of the Lord in the land of Egypt, when we sat 
by the flesh-pots, and when we did eat bread to the 
full : for ye have brought us forth into this wilder- 
ness, to kill this whole assembly with hunger. Then 
said the Lord unte Moses: Behold, I will rain 
bread from heaven for you: and the people shall 
go out and gather a certain rate every day : that I 
may prove them, whether they will walk in my law 
orno. And it shall come to pass, tHat on the sixth 
day they shall prepare that which they bring in: 
and it shall be twice as much as they gather daily. 
And Moses and Aaron said unto all the children of 
Israel : At even, then ye shall know that the Lord 
hath brought you out from the land of Egypt : and 
in the morning, then ye shall see the glory of the 
Lord. 


4] Then shall be sung for the Gradual : 
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Ry. St. John 11. Then gathered the chief priests 
and the Pharisees a council, and said : What do we, 
for this man doeth many miracles? If we let him 
thus alone, all men will believe on him : *And the 
Romans shall come, and take away both our place 
and nation. V. And one of them, named Caiaphas, 
being the high priest that same year, said unto 
them : It is expedient for us, that one man should 
die for the people, and that the whole nation perish 
not. From that day forth they took counsel 
together for to put him to death, saying : And the 
Romans shall come. 

On the Mount of Olives 
he prayed to his Father: O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me. *The spirit in- 
deed is willing, but the flesh is weak : nevertheless 
not as I will, but as thou wilt. Y. Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation. The spirit indeed.

yd The Continuation of the HOLY GOSPEL 
according to Matthew. St. Matt. 21. 1. 

T that time : When they drew nigh unto Jeru- 

salem and were come to Bethphage unto the 
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Mount of Olives: then sent Jesus two disciples, 
saying unto them : Go into the village over against 
you, and straightway ye shall find an ass tied, and 
a colt with her : loose them and bring them unto 
me: and if any man say ought unto you, ye shall 
say : The Lord hath need of them, and straightway 
he will send them. All this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the Prophet, say- 
ing: Tell ye the daughter of Sion: Behold thy 
King cometh unto thee, meek and sitting upon an 
ass, and a colt the foal of an ass. And the disciples 
went, and did as Jesus commanded them: and 
brought the ass, and the colt : and put on them their 
clothes, and they set him thereon. And a very great

Another Antiphon. St.John 12. When the people

They 
shall be counted unto the Lord for a generation : 
they shall come, and the heavens shall declare his 
righteousness. W. Unto a people that shall be born, 
whom the Lord hath made. 


4 The Passion shall be begun immediately : 
Cleanse my heart is not said, nor is a blessing 
asked, nor are lights carried, nor incense: The 
Lord be with you 7s not said, nor Glory be to thee, O 
Lord, and the Celebrant, or Deacon, when he an- 
nounces The Passion of our Lord, does not sign 
the book, nor himself. And this is to be observed 
on the other days also, when the Passion is read. 


The PASSION of our Lord Jesus Christ according 
to Matthew. 


St. Matt. 26. 1-75 and 27. 1-66. 
T that time: Jesus said unto his disciples : 


yd Ye know that after two days is the feast 
of the Passover, and the Son of Man is betrayed to 
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be crucified. @, Then assembled together the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the elders of the 
people, unto the palace of the high priest, who was 
called Caiaphas : and consulted that they might 
take Jesus by subtilty, and kill him. But they said : 
%, Not on the feast day, lest there be an uproar 
among the people. (, Now when Jesus was in 
Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, there 
came unto him a woman having an alabaster box 
of very precious ointment, and poured it on his 
head, as he sat at meat. But when his disciples 
saw it, they had indignation, saying : $, To what 
purpose is this waste? for this ointment might 
have been sold for much, and given to the poor. 
C, When Jesus understood it, he said unto them : 
> Why trouble ye the woman? for she hath 
wrought a good work upon me. For ye have the 
poor always with you : but me ye have not always. 
For in that she hath poured this ointment on my 
body, she did it for my burial. Verily I say unto 
you, Wheresoever this Gospel shall be preached in 
the whole world, there shall also this, that this 
woman hath done, be told for a memorial of her. 
C. Then one of the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, 
went unto the chief priests, and said unto them : 
S$, What will ye give me, and I will deliver him 
unto you? (, And they covenanted with him for 
thirty pieces of silver. And from that time he 
sought opportunity to betray him. Now the first 
day of the feast of unleavened bread the disciples 
came to Jesus, saying unto him: §, Where wilt 
thou that we prepare for thee to eat the passover ? 
C, And he said: > Go into the city to such a 
man, and say unto him: The Master saith, My 
time is at hand ; I will keep the passover at thy 
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house with my disciples. (, And the disciples did 
as Jesus had appointed them, and they made ready 
the passover. Now when the even was come, he 
sat down with the twelve. And as they did eat, he 
said : >} Verily I say unto you, that one of you 
shall betray me. (, And they were exceeding 
sorrowful, and began every one of them to say 
unto him: §, Lord, is itI? (, And he answered 
and said: 4 He that dippeth his hand with me in 
the dish, the same shall betray me. The Son of 
Man goeth as it is written of him: but woe unto 
that man by whom the Son of Man is betrayed : it 
had been good for that man if he had not been born. 
C. Then Judas, which betrayed him, answered and 
said: %, Master, is itI? (, He said unto him: 
+4 Thou hast said. (, And as they were eating, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed it, and brake it, and 
gave it to the disciples, and said: > Take, eat : 
this is my body. (, And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks : and gave it to them, saying: +] Drink 
ye all of it. For this is my blood of the new testa- 
ment, which is shed for many for the remission of 
sins. But I say unto you: I will not drink hence- 
forth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I 
drink it new with you in my Father’s kingdom. 
(. And when they had sung an hymn, they went 
out into the mount of Olives. Then saith Jesus 
unto them: + All ye shall be offended because 
of me this night. For it is written : I will smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad. But after I am risen again, I 
will go before you into Galilee. C. Peter answered 
and said unto him: §, Though all men shall be 
offended because of thee, yet will I never be offended. 
C. Jesus said unto him: >} Verily I say unto

thee, That this night, before the cock crow, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. (, Peter said unto him : 
S, Though I should die with thee, yet will I not 
deny thee. ©, Likewise also said all the disciples. 
Then cometh Jesus with them unto a place called 
Gethsemane, and saith unto the disciples : > Sit 
ye here, while I go and pray yonder. @, And he 
took with him Peter and the two sons of Zebedee, 
and began to be sorrowful and very heavy.. Then 
saith he unto them: + My soul is exceeding 
sorrowful, even unto death: tarry ye here, and 
watch with me. (, And he went a little farther, 
and fell on his face, and prayed, saying : 44 O my 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me. 
Nevertheless not as I will, but as thou wilt. (, And 
he cometh unto the disciples, and findeth them 
asleep: and saith unto Peter: >» What, could 
ye not watch with me one hour ; Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation. The spirit indeed 
is willing, but the flesh is weak. (, He went away 
again the second time, and prayed, saying: + O 
my Father, if this cup may not pass away from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be done. (, And he 
came and found them asleep again: for their eyes 
were heavy. And he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, saying the same 
words. Then cometh he to his disciples, and saith 
unto them : >} Sleep on now, aid take your rest : 
behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise, let us be 
going : behold, he is at hand that doth betray me. 
C. And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the 
twelve, came, and with him a great multitude 
with swords and staves, from the chief priests and 
elders of the people. Now he that betrayed him

gave them a sign, saying : §, Whomsoever I shall 
kiss, that same is he, hold him fast. (, And forth- 
with he came to Jesus, and said : §, Hail, master. 
C, And kissed him. And Jesus said unto him: 
‘4 Friend, wherefore art tho: come? (, Then 
came they, and laid haiads on Jesus, and took him. 
And, beheld, one of them which were with Jesus 
stretched out his hand, and drew his sword, and 
struck a servant of the high priest’s, and smote off 
his ear. Then said Jesus unto him: > Put up 
again thy sword into his place. For all they that 
take the sword shall perish with the sword. Thinkest 
thou that I cannot now pray to my Father, and he 
shall presently give me more than twelve legions of 
Angels? But how then shall the Scriptures be 
fulfilled, that thus it must be? (, In that same 
hour said Jesus to the multitudes: >] Are ye 
come out as against a thief with swords and staves 
for to take me? I sat daily with you teaching in 
the temple, and ye laid no hold on me. C, But all 
this was done, that the Scriptures of the Prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then all the disciples forsook 
him, and fled. And they that had laid hold on 
Jesus led him away to Caiaphas the high priest, 
where the scribes and the elders were assembied. 
But Peter followed him afar off unto the high 
priest’s palace, and went in, and sat with the ser- 
vants, to see the end. Now the chief priests, and 
elders, and all the council, sought false witness 
against Jesus, to put him to death: but found none ; 
yea, though many false witnesses came, yet found 
they none. At the last came two false witnesses, 
and said: %, This fellow said: I am able to 
destroy the temple of God, and to build it in three 
days. (, And the high priest arose, and said unto 
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him: §, Answereth thou nothing? what is it 
which these witness against thee? (, But Jesus 
held his peace. And the high priest answered and 
said unto him : §, I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou be the Christ, the Son 
of God. C, Jesus saith unto him: +4 Thou hast 
said. Nevertheless I say unto you, Hereafter shall 
ye see the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. (C, 
Then the high priest rent his clothes, saying : $, He 
hath spoken blasphemy : what further need have 
we of witnesses? behold, now ye have heard his 
blasphemy : what think ye? (, They answered 
and said: %, He is guilty of death. (, Then did 
they spit in his face, and buffeted him, and others 
smote him with the palms of their hands, saying : 
. Prophesy unto us, thou Christ, Who is he that 
smote thee? (, Now Peter sat without in the 
palace: and a damsel came unto him, saying : 
, Thou also wast with Jesus of Galilee. C€, But 
he denied before them all, saying : §, I know not 
what thou sayest. (€, And when he was gone out 
into the porch, another maid saw him, and said 
unto them that were there: §, This fellow was 
also with Jesus of Nazareth. (, And again he 
denied with an oath : §, I do not know the man. 
C. And after a while came unto him they that 
stood by, and said to Peter: , Surely thou also 
art one of them: for thy speech bewrayeth thee. 
C, Then began he to curse and to swear, saying : 
S, I know not the man. (, And immediately the 
cock crew. And Peter remembered the werd of 
Jesus, which said unto him : Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And he went out, and 
wept bitterly. And when the morning was come, 
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all the chief priests and elders of the people took 
counsel against Jesus, to put him to death. And 
when they had bound him, they led him away, and 
delivered him to Pontius Pilate the governor. 
Then Judas who had betrayed him, when he saw 
that he was condemned, repented himself, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of silver to the chief 
priests and elders, saying: %, I have sinned, in 
that I have betrayed the innocent blood. Cc. And 
they said : %, What is that to us? see thou to 
that. (, And he cast down the pieces of silver in 
the temple, and departed : and went and hanged 
himself. And the chief priests took the silver 
pieces, and said: , It is not lawful for to put 
them into the treasury : because it is the price of 
blood. (, And they took counsel, and bought 
with them the potter’s field, to bury strangers in. 
Wherefore that field was called, The field of blood, 
unto this day. Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying : And they 
took the thirty pieces of silver, the price of him 
that was valued, whom they of the children of 
Israel did value: and gave them for the potter’s 
field, as the Lord appointed me. And Jesus stood 
before the governor, and the governor asked him, 
saying: §, Art thou the King of the Jews? 
(. And Jesus said unto him: + Thou sayest. 
(€. And when he was accused of the chief priests 
and elders, he answered nothing. Then saith 
Pilate unto him: §, Hearest thou not how many 
things they witness against thee ? C, And he 
answered him to never a word, insomuch that the 
governor marvelled greatly. Now at that feast the 
governor was wont to release unto the people a 
prisoner, whom they would. And they had then a 
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notable prisoner, called Barabbas. Therefore 
when they were gathered together, Pilate said unto 
them : §, Whom will ye that I release unto you : 
Barabbas, or Jesus which is called Christ ? (, For 
he knew that for envy they had delivered him. 
When he was set down on the judgment-seat, his 
wife sent unto him, saying: , Have thou 
nothing to do with that just man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in a dream because 
of him. €, But the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude that they should ask Barabbas, 
and destroy Jesus. The governor answered and 
said unto them : §, Whether of the twain will ye 
that I release unto you? (, Theysaid : $, Barab- 
bas. (, Pilate saith unto them: %, What shall 
I do then with Jesus, which is called Christ ? 
C. They all say unto him : §, Let him be crucified. 
C, And the governor said: , Why, what evil 
hath he done? (, But they cried out the more, 
saying : §, Let him be crucified. @, When Pilate 
saw that he could prevail nothing, but that rather 
a tumult was made: he took water, and washed 
his hands before the multitude, saying: §, 1 am 
innocent of the blood of this just person : see ye 
to it. (, Then answered all the people, and said : 
$, His blood be on us, and on our children. 
C, Then released he Barabbas unto them: and 
when he had scourged Jesus he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the soldiers of the governor took 
Jesus into the common hall, and gathered unto 
him the whole band of soldiers : and they stripped 
him, and put on him a scarlet robe: and when 
they had platted a crown of thorns they put it 
upon his head, and a reed in his right hand. And 
they bowed the knee before him, and mocked him, 
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saying : $, Hai, King of the Jews. (, And they 
spit vpon him, and took the reed, and smote him on 
the head. And afier that they had mocked him they 
took the robe off from him, and put his own rai- 
ment on him, and led him away to crucify him. 
And as they came out they found a man of Cyrene, 
Simon by name: him they compelled to bear his 
cross. And when they were come unto a place 
called Golgotha, that is to say, a place of a skull : 
they gave him vinegar to drink mingled with gall. 
And when he had tasted thereof, he would not 
drink. And they crucified him, and parted his 
garments, casting lots: that it might be fulfilled, 
which was spoken by the Prophet : They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my vesture 
did they cast lots. And sitting down they watched 
him there. And set up over his head his accusation 
written: This is Jesus the King of the Jews. 
Then were there two thieves crucified with him : 
one on the right hand, and another on the left. 
And they that passed by reviled him: wagging 
their heads, and saying : §, Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in three days: save 
thyself. If thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross. (, Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking him, with the scribes and elders, said : 
%, He saved others, himself he cannot save: if 
he be the King of Israel, let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will believe him: he 
trusted in God : let him deliver him now, if he will 
have him ; for he said: I am the Son of God. 
C. The thieves also, which were crucified with 
him, cast the same in his teeth. Now from the 
sixth hour there was darkness over all the land 
unto the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour 
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Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying : >} Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? (, That is to say: x My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me? 
C. Some of them that stood there, when they heard 
that, said : §, This man calleth for Elias. (, And 
straightway one of them ran, and took a spunge, 
and filled it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. The rest said: %, Let be, 
let us see whether Elias will come to save him. 
C. Jesus, when he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghost. (Here shall he genuflect 
and pause awhile.) And behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom : and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent, and the graves were opened: and many 
bodies of saints which slept arose, and came out 
of the graves after his resurrection, and went into 
the holy city, and appeared unto many, Now when 
the centurion, and they that were with him, 
watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those 
things that were done, they feared greatly, saying : 
%, Truly this was the Son of God. (, And many 
women were there beholding afar off, which fol- 
lowed Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto him : 
among which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James and Joses, and the mother of 
Zebedee’s children. When the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Arimathea, named Joseph, who 
also himself was Jesus’ disciple. He went to Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. Then Pilate com- 
manded the body to be delivered. And when 
Joseph had taken the body, he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth, and laid it in his own new tomb, which 
he had hewn out in the rock. And he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulchre, and departed. 
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And there was Mary Magdalene, and the other 
Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre. 

Then shall he say Cleanse my heart and ask a 
blessing ; and incense shall be brought (but not 
candles) and the book shall be censed; but The 
Lord be with you shall not be said. Then shall the 
Priest or the Deacon (not signing the book nor him- 
self) sing that which followeth in the tone of the 
Gospel : at the end whereof the Priest shall kiss the 
book : and he shall be censed : and this order shall 
be observed on all other days when the Passion is 
read, save on Good Friday. 


OW the next day, that followed the day of 
the Preparation, the chief priests and 
Pharisees came together unto Pilate, saying : Sir, 
we remember that that deceiver said, while he was 
yet alive : After three days I will rise again. Com- 
mand there ore that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day: lest his disciples come by 
night, and steal him away, and say unto the people : 
He is risen from the dead: so the last error shall 
be worse than the first. Pilate said unto them: Ye 
have a watch, go your way, make it as sure as ye 
can. So they went, and made the sepulchre sure, 
sealing the stone, and setting a watch. 


OFFERTORY. Ps. 69. Thy,rebuke hath 
broken my heart, I am full of heaviness : I looked 
for some to have pity on me, but there was no 
man: neither found I any to comfort me: they 
gave me gall to eat, and when I was thirsty they 
gave me vinegar to drink.

The Lesson from the EPISTLE of blessed Paul 

the Apostle to the Corinthians. 1 Cor. 11. 17. 


RETHREN : In this that I declare unto you, 
I praise you not ; that ye come together not 
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for the better, but for the worse. For first of all, 
when ye come together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you, and I partly believe 
it. For there must be also heresies among you, 
that they who are approved may be made manifest 
among you. When ye come together therefore 
into one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s Supper. 
For in eating everyone taketh before other his own 
supper. And one is hungry: and another is 
drunken. What, have ye not houses to eat and to 
drink in? Or despise ye the church of God, and 
shame them that have not ? What shall I say to you ? 
shall I praise you in this? I praise you not. For 
I have received of the Lord that which also I 
delivered unto you, that the Lord Jesus, the same 
night in which he was betrayed, took bread, and 
when he had given thanks, he brake it, and said : 
Take, eat: this is my Body, which is broken for 
you: this do in remembrance of me. After the 
same manner also he took the cup, when he had 
supped, saying : This cup is the new testament in 
my Blood: this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in 
remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup : ye do shew the Lord’s 
death till he come. Wherefore, whosoever shall 
eat this bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, un- 
worthily, shall be guilty of the Body and Blood of 
the Lord. But let a man examine himself, and so 
let him eat of that bread, and drink of that cup. 
For he that eateth and drinketh unworthily eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himself : not discerning 
the Lord’s Body. For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many sleep. For if we 
would judge ourselves, we should not be judged. 
But when we are judged, we are chastened of the 
Lord, that we should not be condemned with the 
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world. Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one for another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at home: that ye come 
not together unto condemnation. And the rest 
will I set in order when I come.

The Continuation of the HOLY GOSPEL accord- 
ing to John. St. John 13. 1. 


T that time : Before the feast of the Passover, 
when Jesus knew that the time was come that 

he should depart out of this world unto the Father, 
having loved his own which were in the world, he 
loved them unto the end. And supper being ended, 
the devil having now put into the heart of Judas 
Iscariot, Simon’s son, to betray him : Jesus know- 
ing that the Father had given all things into his 
hands, and that he was come forth from God, and 
went to God: he riseth from supper, and laid 
aside his garments : and took a towel, and girded 
himself. After that he poureth water into a bason, 
and began to wash the disciples’ feet, and to wipe 
them with the towel wherewith he was girded.

Jesus 
answered and said unto him: What I do thou 
knowest not now ; but thou shalt know hereafter. 
Peter saith unto him : Thou shalt never wash my 
feet. Jesus answered him: If I wash thee not, 
thou hast no part with me. Simon Peter saith unto 
him: Lord, not my feet only, but also my hands 
and my head. Jesus saith to him: He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash his feet, but is 
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clean every whit. And ye are clean, but not all. 
For he knew who should betray him; therefore 
said he: Ye are not all clean. So after he had 
washed their feet, and had taken his garments, and 
was set down again, he said unto them : Know ye 
what I have done to you? Ye call me Master and 
Lord : and ye say well: for so I am. If I then, 
your Lord and Master, have washed your feet : ye 
also ought to wash one another’s feet. For I have 
given you an example, that ye should do as I have 
done to you. 
And the Creed shall be said.

RETHREN : The law having a shadow of good 
things to come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those sacrifices, which they 
offered year by year continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect : for then would they not have 
ceased to be offered ? because that the worshippers 
once purged should have had no more conscience of 
sins. But in those sacrifices there is a remembrance 
again made of sins every year. For it is not possible 
that the blood of bulls and of goats should take away 
sins. Wherefore, when he cometh into the world, 
he saith : Sacrifice and offering thou wouldest not, 
but a body hast thou prepared me : in burnt-offer- 
ings and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 
Then said I : Lo, I come (in the volume of the book 
it is written of me) to do thy will, O God. Above, 
when he said: Sacrifice and offering, and burnt- 
offerings, and offering for sin thou wouldest not, 
neither hadst pleasure therein, which are offered by 
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the Law : then said he : Lo, I come to do thy will, 
O God. He taketh away the first, that he may 
establish the second. By the which will we are 
sanctified, through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. And every priest standeth daily 
ministering, and offering oftentimes the same sac- 
rifices, which can never take away sins. But this 
man, after he had offered one sacrifice for sins for 
ever, sat down on the right hand of God ; from 
henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his 
foot-stool. For by one offering he hath perfected 
for ever them that are sanctified. Whereof the Holy 
Ghost also is a witness to us : for after that he had 
said before : This is the covenant that I wil! make 
with them after those days, saith the Lord : I will 
put my laws into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; and their sins and iniquities will 
I remember no more. Now where remission of 
these is, there is no more offering for sin. Having 
therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the Blood of Jesus, by a new and living way, 
which he hath consecrated for us, through the veil, 
that is to say, his flesh : and having an High Priest 
over the house of God ; let us draw near with a 
true heart, in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our 
bodies washed with pure water. Let us hold fast 
the profession of our faith without wavering : (for 
he is faithful that promised;) and let us consider 
one another to provoke unto love, and to good works: 
not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is: but exhorting one 
another : and so much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching.

The PASSION of our Lord Jesus Christ, according 
to Jolin. 

T that time : Jesus went forth with his disciples 
P over the brook Cedron, where was a garden, 
into the which he entered, and his disciples. And 
Judas also, which betrayed him, knew the place : 
for Jesus ofttimes resorted thither with his disciples. 
Judas then, having received a band of men, and 
officers from the chief priests and Pharisees, cometh 
thither with lanterns and torches and weapons. 
Jesus therefore, knowing all things that should 
come upon him, went forth, and said unto them : 
>]4 Whom seek ye? (, They answered him : 
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f Nazareth. C, Jesus saith unto them : 
= ea fe. C. And Judas also, which betrayed 
him stood with them. As soon then as he had said 
unto them: I am he: they went backward, and 
fell to the ground. Then asked he them again : 
Ja Whom seek ye? C¢. And they said : §, Jesus 
of Nazareth. (, Jesus answered : >< I have told 
you that I am he: if therefore ye seek me, let 
these go their way : C, That the saying might be 
fulfilled, which he spake: Of them which thou 
gavest me have I lost none. Then Simon Peter 
having a sword drew it: and smote the high 
priest’s servant : and cut off his right ear. The 
servant’s name was Malchus. Then said Jesus 
unto Peter : >< Put up thy sword into the — 
The cup which my Father hath given me, shall 
not drink it? @. Then the band, and the captain, 
and officers of the Jews took Jesus, and bound him : 
and led him away to Annas first, for he was father- 
in-law to Caiaphas, which was the high priest that 
same year. Now Caiaphas was he, which gave 
counsel to the Jews: That it was expedient that 
one man should die for the people. And Simon 
Peter followed Jesus, and so did another agg 
That disciple was known unto the high priest, an 
went in with Jesus into the palace of the high priest. 
But Peter stood at the door without. Then went 
out that other disciple, which was known unto the 
high priest, and spake unto her that kept the door : 
and brought in Peter. Then saith the damsel that 
kept the door unto Peter : S, Art not thou ge 
one of this man’s disciples? (, He saith : Ss, 
am not. (. And the servants and officers stood 
there, who had made a fire of coals, for it was cual 
and they warmed themselves : and Peter stoo 
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with them, and warmed himself. The high priest 
then asked Jesus of his disciples, and of his doctrine. 
Jesus answered him: + I spake openly to the 
world : I ever taught in the synagogue, and in the 
temple, whither the Jews always resort: and in 
secret have I said nothing. Why askest thou me ? 
ask them which heard me, what I have-said unto 
them: behold, they know what I said. (, And 
when he had thus spoken, one of the officers which 
stood by struck Jesus with the palm of his hand, 
saying : §, Answerest thou the high priest so? 
C. Jesus answered him: 1 If I have spoken 
evil, bear witness of the evil: but if well, 
why smitest thou me? (€, Now Annas had 
sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high priest. 
And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. 
They said therefore unto him: §, Art not 
thou also one of his disciples? (, He denied it, 
and said: §, I am not. (€, One of the servants 
of the high priest, being his kinsman whose ear 
Peter cut off, saith : 5, Did not I see thee in the 
garden with him? (, Peter then denied again : 
and immediately the cock crew. Then led they 
Jesus from Caiaphas unto the hall of judgment. 
And it was early : and they themselves went not 
into the judgment hall, lest they should be defiled, 
but that they might eat the passover. Pilate then 
went out unto them, and said : §§, What accusa- 
tion bring ye against this man? (, They answered 
and said unto him: §, If he were not a male- 
factor, we would not have delivered him up unto 
thee. (, Then said Pilate unto them : %§, Take 
ye him, and judge him according to your law. (, 
The Jews therefore said unto him: §&, It is not 
lawful for us to put any man to death. ¢. That 
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the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, which he 
spake, signifying what death he should die. Then 
Pilate entered into the judgment hall again, and 
called Jesus, and said unto him : &, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? C. Jesus answered him: 
‘4 Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did 
others tell it thee of me? (C, Pilate answered : 
$, Am1a Jew? Thine own nation and the chief 
priests have delivered thee unto me: what hast 
thou done? (, Jesus answered : +[« My kingdom 
is not of this world. If my kingdom were of this 
world, then would my servants fight, that I should 
not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my 
kingdom not from hence. (. Pilate therefore said 
unto him: §, Art thou a King then ? C. Jesus 
answered : »J« Thou sayest that Iam a King. To 
this end was I[ born, and for this cause came I into 
the world, that I should bear witness unto the 
truth : every one that is of the truth heareth my 
voice. (, Pilate saith unto him: %, What is 
truth ? @, And when he had said this, he went 
out again unto the Jews, and saith unto them : 
§, I find in him no fault at all. But ye have a 
custom, that I should release unto you one at the 
Passover : will ye therefore that I release unto you 
the King of the Jews? (, Then cried they all 
again, saying : §, Not this man, but Barabbas. 
€, Now Barabbas was a robber. Then Pilate 
therefore took Jesus, and scourged him. And the 
soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it on his 
head : and they put on him a purple robe, and 
said: %, Hail, King of the Jews. C, And they 
smote him with their hands. Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and saith unto them : S&S, Behold, I 
bring him forth to you, that ye may know that I 
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find no fault in him. (, Then came Jesus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, and the purple robe. 
And Pilate saith unto them : §, Behold the man. 
C, When the chief priests therefore and officers 
saw him, they cried out, saying : §, Crucify him, 
crucify him. (, Pilate saith unto them : §, Take 
ye him, and crucify him: for I find no fault in 
him. (, The Jews answered him: %, We have 
a law, and by our law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of God. (, When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he was the more afraid. 
And went again into the judgment hall : and saith 
unto Jesus : §, Whence art thou? (, But Jesus 
gave him no answer. Then saith Pilate unto him : 
%, Speakest thou not unto me? Knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, and have power 
to release thee? (, Jesus answered: > Thou 
couldest have no power at all against me, except it 
were given thee from above. Therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. 
C, And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
him. But the Jews cried out, saying : §, If thou 
let this man go, thou art not Caesar’s friend. Who- 
soever maketh himself a king speaketh against 
Caesar. (, When Pilate therefore heard that say- 
ing, he brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat, in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was 
the Preparation of the Passover, and about the 
sixth hour, and he saith unto the Jews : §, Behold 
your King. (C, But they cried out : §, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. (, Pilate saith 
unto them: §, Shall I crucify your King? (C, 
The chief priests answered : §, We have no king 
but Caesar. (, Then delivered he him therefore 
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unto them to be crucified. And they took Jesus, 
and led him away. And he, bearing his cross, went 
forth into a place called the place of a skull, which is 
called in the Hebrew, Golgotha: where they 
crucified him, and two others with him, on either 
side one, and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote 
a title : and put it on the cross. And the writing 
was: Jesus of Nazareth the King of the Jews. 
This title then read many of the Jews, for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city. 
And it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate : 
§, Write not, The King of the Jews: but that he 
said: I am the King of the Jews. (, Pilate 
answered : %&, What I have written, I have written. 
(. Then the soldiers, when they had crucified 
Jesus, took his garments, and made four parts : to 
every soldier a part, and also his coat. Now the 
coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among themselves : 
§, Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it 
shall be. C(, That the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith: They parted my raiment among 
them: and for my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did. Now there 
stood by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his 
mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing by, whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother: >» Woman, 
behold thy son. (, Then saith he to the disciple : 
>]« Behold thy mother. (, And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own home. After this, 
Jesus, knowing that all things were now accom- 
plished, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, saith : 
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+] I thirst. (, Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar. And they-filled a spunge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. 
When Jesus therefore nad received the vinegar, he 
said : >J« It is finished. C. And he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. (Here genuflect and pause 
avhile.) The Jews therefore, because-it was the 
Preparation, that the bodies should not remain 
upon the cross on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath 
day was an high day,) besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that they might be taken 
away. Then came the soldiers: and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the other which was crucified 
with him. But when they came to Jesus, and saw 
that he was dead already, they brake not his legs : 
but one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out blood and water. 
And he that saw it bare record : and his record is 
true. And he knoweth that he saith true :; that ye 
might believe. For these things were done, that the 
Scripture should be fulfilled : A bone of him shall 
not be broken. And again another Scripture saith : 
They shall look on him whom they pierced. 

The rest is sung in the tone of the Gospel: Cleanse 
my heart is said, but the blessing is not asked, nor 
are lights carried nor incense, and at the end the 
Celebrant does not Iciss the book. 

ND after this, Joseph of Arimathea, being a 
disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews, besought Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus. And Pilate gave him leave. He 
came therefore, and took the body of Jesus. And 
there came also Nicodemus, (which at the first 
came to Jesus by night,) and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about an hundred pound weight. 
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Then took they the body of Jesus, and wound it in 
linen clothes with the spices, as the manner of the 
Jews is to bury. Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden: and in the garden 
a new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet laid. 
There laid they Jesus therefore, because of the 
Jews’ Preparation day, for the sepulchre was nigh 
at hand. 
Then the Priest, standing at the Epistle horn of 
the Altar, shall begin immediately with joined hands : 
EARLY beloved brethren, let us pray for the 
holy Church of God: that the Lord our God 
may vouchsafe to preserve it throughout all the 
world in unity, peace and safety : making subject 
unto it all principalities and powers : and that he 
may grant unto us to dwel] in such quiet and tran- 
quillity that we may duly shew forth the glory of 
God the Father Almighty.

{ Having finished the Prayers, the Priest lays 
aside his chasuble and goes to the Epistle horn of the 
Altar, where, standing at the back corner, he takes 
from the Deacon a Cross which has been previously 
made ready on the Altar. Turning towards the 
people, he partly uncovers it from the top, and 
begins alone the Antiphon Behold the wood of the 
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Cross, after which the Ministers join in singing the 
rest as far as O come, let us worship. And when the 
Choir sings O come, let us worship, all bow down 
except the Celebrant. Then he goes to the front 
corner of the Epistle horn of the Altar : he uncovers 
the right arm of the Cross, and lifting it up a little, 
he begins at a slightly higher pitch : Behold the wood 
of the Cross, the others singing and worshipping as 
before. Lastly, the Priest goes to the middle of the 
Altar: and uncovering it entirely and lifting it up, 
he begins for the third time at a still higher pitch : 
Behold the wood of the Cross, the others singing and 
worshipping as before. 


Behold the wood of the Cross, whereon was hung 
the world’s Salvation.

| And afterward the Cross is carried by the 
Priest alone to the place made ready for it before the 
holy Table, and, genuflecting there, he sets it in 
place : newt he lays aside his shoes, and approaches 
to worship the Cross, genuflecting thrice before he 
kisses it. Which done, he returns and takes again 
his shoes and the chasuble. Afterward the Ministers 
at the Altar, and then in order the rest of the Clerics 
and Laics, two by two proceed to worship the 
Cross, making three genuflections, as is noted 
above. Meantime, while the worship is performed, 
the Reproaches are sung, and the rest that 
follows, either all or in part, according to the many 
or few that come to worship the Cross: and the 
Priest, sitting at his seat, also reads them with the 
Ministers, after this manner :

rament was laid yesterday. The Subdeacon goes

have come to the place of the Sacrament, torches are 
lighted which shall not be extinguished until the Sac- 
rament shall have been consumed. The Priest kneels 
before the Sacrament and prays awhile: in the 
meantime the Deacon opens the casket in which the 
Body of the Lord lies hidden: and afterward the 
Priest, rising, puts incense into two censers without 
any blessing, and the Deacon presents to him the 
boat. Then he kneels and censes the Sacrament. 
And the Deacon, taking the chalice with the Sacra- 
ment out of the casket, gives it into the hands of 
the Priest, and covers it with the ends of the veil 
which is about his shoulders, and they go back in 
the same order as they came: and a canopy is 
carried over the Sacrament, and the two Acolytes 
with censers continually cense it: meanwhile is 
sung :

© When the Priest has come to the Altar, he 
places the chalice upon it, and kneeling again censes 
the Sacrament: then going up to the Altar he 
places the Host from the chalice on the paten, which 
the Deacon holds : and again taking the paten from 
the Deacon lays the Host wpon the corporal, saying 
nothing. If he should have touched the Sacrament 
he washes his fingers in a vase. Meanwhile the 
Deacon puts wine into the chalice, and the Sub- 
deacon water, which the Priest does not bless, nor 
say over it the usual prayer: taking the chalice 
from the Deacon, he sets it on the Alar, saying 
nothing : and the Deacon covers it with the pall : 
then he sets incense in the censer without blessing it, 
and censes the oblations and the Altar in the usual 
manner, genuflecting before and after, and whenso- 
ever he passes in front of the Sacrament. 
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When he censes the oblation, he says :

© Then the Celebrant, having made a reverence 
down to the ground, slides the paten beneath the 
Sacrament : and taking the Host in his right hand, 
he lifts it wp so that it may be seen by the people :

Tne Lesson from the EPISTLE of blessed John 
the Apostle. 1. St. John 5. 4. 


EARLY beloved : Whatsoever is born of God 
overcometh the world: and this is the 
victory that overcometh the world, even our faith. 
Who is he that overcometh the world, but he that 
believeth that Jesus is the Son of God? This is he 
that came by water and blood, even Jesus Christ : 
not by water only, but by water and blood. And it 
is the Spirit that beareth witness, because the Spirit 
is truth. For there are three that bear record in 
heaven: the Father, the Word, and the Holy 
Ghost : and these three are one. And there are 
three that bear witness in earth: the spirit, and 
the water, and the blood : and these three agree in 
one.

And the Lord 
said unto him: Arise, and go into the street which 
is called Straight : and enquire in the house of Judas 
for one called Saul, of Tarsus: for behold, he 
prayeth, and hath seen in a vision a man named 
Ananias, coming in, and putting his hand on him, 
that he might receive his sight. Then Ananias 
answered : Lord, I have heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he hath done to thy saints at 
Jerusalem : and here he hath authority from the 
chief priests to bind all that call on thy Name.

And straightway 
he preached Christ in the synagogues, that he is the 
Son of God. But all that heard him were amazed, 
and said : Is not this he that destroyed them which 
called on this Name in Jerusalem: and came hither 
for that intent, that he might bring them bound 
unto the chief priests ? But Saul increased the more 
in strength, and confounded the Jews which dwelt 
at Damascus, proving that this is very Christ.

For ye remember, brethren, our labour and travail : 
for labouring night and day, because we would not 
be chargeable unto any of you, we preached unto 
you the gospel of God.
